r.ciker's execution has now been 


set lor Friday morning, but it was 
understood today that if Justice Ford 
decided to allow Becker to testify in 
support of his application for a now 
trial, it would be necessary to obtain 
another reprieve for the condemned 
man. 


Becker, in the death house at Sing 


Sing, while awaiting anxiously Jus- 
tice Ford's decision, was said to be 
preparing a statement to be 
made 


public only after his death. 
It was 


said that this was not a confession 
of guilt or graft, but a reassertion 
of Ins innocence. 


Justice Ford received a number of 


letters today regarding the Becker 
case. 
Ail but one urged that the 


former police lieutenant lie granted 
a third trial.

Washington, July 28.—Production of 


redium from Colorado carnotite ores by 
the bureau of mines. 
in 
connection 
with the National lladium Institute, 
has passed the experimental stage and 
is now on a successful manufacturing 
basis. 
In making this announcement 
today, Secretary 
Lane 
declared 
that 
statements made to congress concern- 
ing the ability of the bureau to pro- 
duce radium at a 
greatly 
decreased 
cost over other processes had actually 
been accomplished and that the costs 
were even less than predicted. 
The secretary said he had been in- 


formed that the cost of one gram of 
radium metal produced in the form of 
bromide during March, April and May 
last, was $:!«,<)50. This included all ex- 
penses incident to production. 
"When 
it is considered that radium has been 
selling for 
$112.000 and 
$116,000 
a 
gram," said Mr. Lane, "It will be seen 
what the bureau of mines has accom- 
plished. 
"The public, however, should not in- 
fer that this low cost of production 
necessarily means an immediate drop 
in the selling price of radium. 
The 
National lladium Institute was fortu- 
nate in securing througli a Colorado 
steel company, the right to mine ten 
claims of carnotite ores belonging to 
them, and this was practically the only 
ore available at the time. 
Since then, 
new deposits have been opened, 
but 
these are closely held and according to 
the best judgment of bureau experts, 
the Colorado and Utah fields, which are 
much richer in radium bearing ores 
than any others known, will supply ore 
for a few years only at the rate of 
production that obtained when the Eu- 
ropean war closed down the mines.

ed with its crew, several of whom 
had been iu America. ' 


One member of 
the 
Leelanaw's 


crew remained aboard the submarine 
at his own request. 
He was one of 


the mess boys oi the American ship 
and as he was of German nationali- 
ty, preferred joining the crew of tho 
underwater craft to the probability 
of internment in ICnglaml. At Kirk- 
wall another ot" the Leelanaw's mess 
boys was found to be a German and 
was detained. 


Captain Delk, a resident of Phila- 


delphia made a matter-of-fact state- 
ment regarding the sinking of 
the 


ship, and was not inclined to add de- 
tails to the main facts as he outlin- 
ed them. 


"There is no story in it," he said. 


"We stopped when a shot was fired 
behind us and then we had to leave. 
Our ship was shelled, bombed and 
torpedoed, but it took an hour and 
a half to sink her. The Germans 
took us aboard the submarine, car- 
rying us about sixty miles and .then 


ave us directions for getting to Kirk- 


wall, which we reached safely 
in 


about 12 hours." 


The members of the crew of whom 


there are thirty-two besides the cap- 
tain, explained that the German com- 
mander apologized for the necessity 
of sinking the ship, but said it was 
forced upon him by the fact that the 
Loelanaw was carrying 
contraband 


of war and was not in the habit of 
throwing overboard contraband car- 
goes. The crew of the German boat 
conversed affably in good 
English 


with the Leelanaw's men. 
The Ger- 


mans had no idea of the contents of 
the latest American 
note 
on 
the 


^inking of the Lusitania for 
their 


newspapers were two days old. The 
Leelanaw was the sixth vessel the 
submarine had sunk that day and it 
started in pursuit of two others when 
:he Americans had been returned to 
their boats after their long ride on 
the submersible's deck. 


The sailors from 
the 
Leelanaw 


were cold and wet when they landed 
after their twelve hours' row in life- 
boats as 
they 
had 
been 
almost 


swamped several times in cross-tides 
off the Orkney Islands.

leave today for Dundee, where their

United States consul.

WESTERN FRONT

Paris. July 28.—Tho official com- 


munication given out today by the 
French war department read: 


"In Arras, to the north of Sonchez, 


the Germans, after a strong bombard- 
ment, delivered last night several dif- 
ferent attacks against three of our 
positions. 
After a very spirited com- 


bat, they were driven out 
of 
the 


trenches which they had succeeded in 
occupying, with the exception of one 
point where they retained 20 yards 
of a saphead in advance of our front. 
The town of Soissons was bombard- 
ed yesterday evening. 


"In the Argonne, in the vicinity of 


Fontainc-Aux-Charmes, 
the 
enemy 


undertook to make an attack, but 
they were

their 


trenches by our infantry fire. 


"On the rest of the front the night 


passed quietly. 


"In the Dardenelles. there is noth- 


ing to report, with the exception of 
some slight progress on the part of

the new aviation camp of the enemy 
to the north of Chanak.
